CIIAPTER 214. ’

AN ACT to amend section 496, Wisconsin stat-
utes 18Y8, relating to free high schools, and
providing for an appropriation to carry out
the provisions thereof.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 496, chapter 27, of the
Wisconsin statutes, is hereby amended by strik-
ing out the word “twenty-five” in the thirty-third
line, and substituting therefor the word “sev-
enty-five,” and by striking out the word “fifty”
in the fortieth line, and substituting therefor the
word “one hundred,” so that said section, when
s, amended, shall read as follows:  Seetion 496,
Any high school district which shall have estab-
lished a free high school according to the provi-
sions of these statutes, and shall have main-
cained the same for not less than three months
in any school year, shall be entitled to receive
from the general fund of the state annually one-
half the amount actually expended for instrue-
tion in its high school during such year over anG
above the amount required by law to be ex-
pended for common school purposes, but not to
exceed in one year five hundred dollars to one
district; provided, this limitation shall not ap-
ply to the class of high schools designated in sec-
tion 491a. To obtain such aid the high school
board, or in cities not under a county superin-
tendent, the president and secretary of the board
of education and the treasurer, shall, on or be-
fore the first day of November, report in dupli-
cate to the state superintendent, under their
vaths, the amount actually expended for instrue-

tion during the previous school year, specifying
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the several items thereof, with the date and the
object of each fully. Thereupon said superin-
tendent shall fix the amount to be paid such dis-
trict and certify the same to the secretary of
state, with one of such reports annesed; pro-
vided, the state superintendent may withhold
such certificate from any distriet for reasons
based upon failure to comply with the law relat-
ing to free high sehools, which reasons he shall
transmit to the school board thereof on or hefore
the thirtieth day of the next succeeding June.
On sneh certificale, at any time after the first
day of December, the certifiecd amount shall be
paid to the district treasurer out of the state
treasury.  The secretary of state shall annually
include and apportion in the state tax all such
sums as shall have been so paid.  Whenever, by
any negleet or omission, any free high school
shall fail to have apportioned to 1t 1ts share of
state aid, the state ruperintendent may, after the
time hereinbefore fixed for such apportionment
by him, fix an amount ten per centum less than
the amount which such school would have been
enlitled to had it complied with the provisions
of this section, and certify the same to the scere-
tary of state with the report of such district an-
nexed thereto, and the secretary of state shall
therenpon draw his warrant for such amount or
amounts in favor of such district. The whole
amount annually paid under the provisions of
this secetion shall not exceed reventy-five thou-
sand dolars, and if more be demanded by such
districts they shall be paid proportionally; pro-
vided, that if the whole amount authorized to be
paid annually in aid of free high schools in
towns having no graded schools by section 4910
is not demanded or expended under the provi-
sions of that section, then the unexpended Dbal-
auce of the amount therein annually authorized
to be paid in ald of such school may he added to
and apportioned among the free high schools
provided for in section 490 and 491 ; bhut no more
than one hundred thousand dollars shall be ap-
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portioned to both classes of schools in any one
year. ,

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.

CHAPTER 215.

AN ACT to appropriate to Zacharias Simonson
and Charles 8. Simonson, one hundred and
forty dollars for money paid erroneously to the
state for swamp and overflowed lands.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senale and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTiON 1. There is hereby appropriated to Approprintion

Zacharias Simonson and Charles 8. Simonson ***
of Wanshara county, Wisconsin, the sum of one
hundred and forty dollars out of money in
the treasury not otherwise appropriated to re-
imburse them for money erroneously paid to the
state for swamp and overflowed lands, to-wit:
The south one-half of the southeast quarter of
section number geventeen, in township number
nineteen, north of range number eleven, east, in
the county of Waushara, state of Wiscousin.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
